Reports  of  District  Superintendents 


JACKSONVILLE  DISTRICT 
J.  J.  Treadwell,  Superintendent 

Mr.  President  and  Brethern: 

The  year  1920  has  been  characterized  by  many  changes  in  pastors 
but  will  show  by  reports  an  advancement  along  all  lines. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  annual  conference 
the  Rev.  R.  F.  Porter  began  negotations  with  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Wilson  of 
Ottawa,  Kansas  conference,  looking  to  an  exchange.  The  exchange 
was  made  and  at  once  brother  Wilson  grasped  the  work  and  being  a 
man  of  wide  experience  was  soon  felt  in  the  church  and  community  and 
he  comes  to  conference  with  an  excellent  report.  The  call  of  home 
sometimes  becomes  so  strong  that  even  strong  men  yield  and  such  was 
the  case  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Christie  at  the  last  session  o,f  conference  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  Hastings.  Coming  to  Florida  from  Missouri  and  having  a 
delightful  charge  offered  him  in  his  home  conference  he  left  in  April. 
Hastings  is  one  charge  where  competent  and  loyal  laymen  wrork  and 
so  the  work  has  been  carried  on  and  reports  from  the  charge  show  all 
claims  for  ministerial  support  paid  in  full  and  a  good  many  other 
claims  met. 

In  May  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Taylor,  pastor  at  Lawtey,  suffered  a 
collapse  and  had  to  retire  for  a  while  from  active  work.  He  returned 
to  his  home  in  Alabama  and  the  Rev.  M.  J.  Brown,  a  Local  Preacher  of 
Idaho  was  secured  and  the  work  at  once  responded  to  his  ministry 
and  there  is  a  unanimous  call  for  his.  return  next  year.  Between  the 
pastorates  of  Taylor  and  Brown  the  people  of  the  church  spent  almost 
$1,000.00  in  repairing  and  renovating  the  interior  o,f  the  church. 

The  Rev.  G.  E.  Bennett  of  South  Jacksonville  decided  to  leave  the 
pastorate  and  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Lawhon  was  moved  from  Belleview  charge 
to  South  Jacksonville.  Within  three  weeks  of  the  coming  of  the  new 
pastor  the  Sunday  school  reached  the  record  attendance  and  all  other 
organizations  felt  his  coming  and  responded.  Brother  Lawhon  had 
previously  wrought  an  excellent  work  at  Belleview  and  he  continued 
the  same  kind  of  work  at  South  Jacksonville  and  his  reports  will  be 
a  delight  to  his  membership.  The  church  is  in  excellent  shape.  South 
Jacksonville  had  always  received  Missionary  help  but  at  the  first 
Quarterly  Conference  I  challenged  the  conference  to  give  up  the  mis¬ 
sionary  help  and  to  be  self  supporting.  They  accepted  my  challenge 
and  to  make  the  job  complete  added  $500.00  to  the  pastor’s  salary. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Hammond  of  Fairfield  in  Jacksonville,  exchanged 
with  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Sessions  of  the  Gennessee  conference.  Sessions 
came  with  the  highest  recommendations  from  IPs  bishop  and  he  has 
fully  vindicated  the  claims.  His  District  Superintendent  said  “Ses¬ 
sions  is  a  planner  and  a  builder”  and  already  plans  are  drawn  for  the 
erection  of  a  commodious  parsonage  and  during  the  coming  year  it  will 
be  transferred  from  the  paper  to  the  ground.

Snyder  Memorial,  our  church  in  Jacksonville,  “In  the  heart  of  the 
city,”  felt  an  exchange  also.  The  Rev.  S.  A.  Keen  exchanged  with  Dr. 
S.  E.  Id  1  email,  of  Rochester,  New  York.  Dr.  Idleiman  has  already  made 
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his  presence  felt  in  that  great  throbbing  business'-tourist  city  and  as  the 
years  come  his  presence  will  be  more  felt  by  the  community.  Ur.  Idle- 
man  had  charge  of  all  religious  work  in  a  large  sector  n  France  during 
the  war  and  is  a  man  of  large  and  varied  experience.  The  people  of 
Snyder  are  delighted  with  their  new  pastor.

Avenue  charge  and  also  Arlington  and  lie  comes  to  conference  with  alL 
claims  for  ministerial  support  paid  in  full  and  an  excellent  report  for 
benevolences. 

In  New  Springfield,  Jacksonville,  the  Rev.  M.  H.  Reynolds  has  labored 
and  preached  and  the  whole  neighborhood  has  been  helped  by  h's  minis¬ 
try.  The  church  building  has  been  moved  off  of  the  lot  preparatory 
to  building  a  new  church.  The  name  of  the  church  has  been  changed 
to  the  “Livingston  Memorial.”  Brother  Reynolds  brings  excellent  re¬ 
ports  to  conference. 

For  two  years  the  Rev.  T.  L.  Klutz„  of  Lake  Como  circuit,  attended 
the  summer  school  for  rural  pastors  at  Athens,  Tenn.,  and  is  at  present 
putting  into  practice  some  of  the  plans  learned  at  that  school.  There 
are  four  points  on  the  circuit  and  each  point  asks  for  the  return  of 
their  pastor. 

It  is  a  delight  to  visit  Winter  Park  and  hear  the  people  praise  Dr. 
Fuller  who  has  supplied  that  point  during  the  past  year.  Winter  Park 
church  makes  the  most  creditable  showing  of  any  year  within  a  score 
of  years  and  the  people  act  as  if  they  have  never  had  a  real  pastor 
before,  of  course  they  have  had.  Dr.  Fuller  and  his  good  wife  are 
universally  beloved  in  Winter  Park. 

St.  Cloud,  with  her  “Grand  Army  of  Republic”  and  her  army  of 
church  workers  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  is  coming*  to  be  a 
place  of  peculiar  attractiveness,  especially  foj  people  of  more  mature 
years.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Landis  has  had  a  most  fruitful  and  happy  year 
as  pastor  and  the  whole  town  takes  it  for  granted  that  he  is  to  return. 

S't.  Cloud  Circuit  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Brown,  and 
while  the  reports  will  show  the  work  to  be  modest  yet  it  is  destined  to 
grow  and  is  important.  This  is  the  first  year  of  real  individual  religious 
effort  in  that  particular  neighborhood,  three  miles  out  from  St.  Cloud. 

Davenport  and  Taft  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Miller,  of 
Northern  New  York,  and  during  the  year  the  people  have  built  a  par¬ 
sonage  and  have  new  hopes. 

Sebring  is  the  “Lakeside”  of  Florida  ,for  evangelistic  effort.  They 
have  a  revival  in  Sebring  every  year,  the  old-fashioned  revival  where 
people  get  on  their  faces  at  the  altar  and  find  forgiveness  for  their 
sins.  Dr.  Merrill  is  not  only  an  evangelist  but  a  financier  as  well.  Go¬ 
ing  to  his  charge  the  first  of  the  year  he  found  a  debt  of  long  standing, 
and,  by  his  own  personal  efforts,  raised  enough  money  to  pay  off  the  debt 
and  to  make  the  job  perfect  kept  right  on  and  raised  enough  money  to 
purchase  a  handsome  pipe  organ.  Dr.  Merrill  has  had  quite"  a  few 
accessions  to  his  church  during  the  year  and  a  most  important  accession 
to  his  parsonage.  May  the  br'de  of  his  autumn  days  keep  the  frosts 
away  from  his  heart  when  the  winter  time  of  life  comes. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  Zephyrhills  is  as  important  in 
that  town  as  the  post  office  and  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  Alfred  Evenden  is 
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as  important  as  the  post  master.  Under  his  leadership  the  people  are 
full  of  enthusiasm  and  have  accomplished  wonderful  things  along  all 
lines  during  the  past  year.  The  term  ‘‘Wonderful7’  is  not  extravagant 
in  view  of  past  accomplishments. 

People  go  to  church  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  and  they  also  attend 
Prayer  Meeting,  that  is,  at  the  First  Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal  church. 
Dr.  Carnine  has  the  genius  for  leading  prayer  meeting  and  recently 
more  than  a  thousand  people  attended  the  mid-week  service  and  no 
special  effort  was  made  to  get  them  out.  The  attendance  at  church 
services  is  Fmited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  house.  People  go  to 
the  church  two  hours  before  time  in  order  to  get  a  seat. 

At  Tarpon  Springs  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Northrup  has  become  a  fixture 
and  now,  after  ten  years  of'  service  to*  the  people,  they  are  just  as 
anxious  for  his  return  as  in  the  early  days  of  his  pastorate  there.  Tar¬ 
pon  Springs  has  made  a  distinctive  advance  during  the  past  year.  A 
change  in  financial  arrangements  brought  much  relief  and  the  people 
have  taken  a  new  start. 

At  Port  Richey  the  people,  with  the  help  of  the  Liv’ngston  Board 
have  built  a  church  and  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Black  has  labored 
hard  and  comes  to  Conference  with  a  fine  report. 

The  marvel  of  the  Jacksonviire  district  is  Oldsmar.  With  everything 
to  discourage  him,  and  with  nothing  to  encourage  him,  the  Rev.  L.  H. 
Shumate  returned  to  Oldsmar  from  last  Conference,  but  with  his  char¬ 
acteristic  persistency  and  zeal  together  w’th  the  courage  and  help  of  his 
wife  a  chapel  is  under  way  and  at  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference 
the  District  Superintendent  felt  as  if  he  was  in  an  entirely  new  com¬ 
munity.  Large  attendance  at  Sunday  school,  an  excellent  choir,  an  ef¬ 
ficient  official  board  all  contribute  to  make  Oldsmar  the  marvel. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Searles,  of  New  York  state,  took  up  the  work  at 
Belleview  when  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Lawlion  was  moved  to  South  Jackson¬ 
ville  and  soon  found  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  and  things 
look  very  encouraging  at  Belleview  and  Chandler. 

The  largest  contributor  toward  the  current  expenses  of'  the  church 
at  Fruitland  Park  recently,  when  it  was  intimated  by  the  pastor,  the 
Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  that  he  might  be  moved,  quickly  rejoined:  “If  you 
talk  about  moving  I’ll  eat  you  up,”  and  the  District  Superintendent, 
when  this  was  told  to  him,  said,  “If  he  does  he  will  have  some  religion 
in  him.”  TVs  man  expressed  the  attitude  of  the  whole  community. 
The  whole  town  loves  Brother  Evans.  He  has  had  the  best  year  of  the 
three  at  Fruitland  Park  and  Okahumpka. 

Mt.  Dora  has  probably  more  enthusiasm  than  either  charge  on  the 
Jacksonville  district,  and  a  week  ago,  when  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Con¬ 
ference  was  held,,  more  enthusiasm  was  shown  than  at  any  time  during 
the  year.  One  brother  remarked,  “The  only  thing  we  have  against 
Lapham  is,  he  makes  everybody  work.”  Brother  Lapham  comes  to 
Conference  with  a  most  excellent  report. 

Last,  but  not  in  sense  the  least, — St.  Augustine.  The  Statistician  wall 
be  far  more  eloquent  concern 'ng  the  work  of  the  year  than  I  ever 
could  be.  Sufficient  to  say,  Dr.  Pickard  has  wrought  a  wonderful 
work  in  Grace  church  this  past  year.  To  hear  the  terms  90  per  cent 
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and  100  per  cent,  in  connection  with  increases,  is  a  common  occurence. 
The  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  invited  him  to  return  next  year. 

Work  has  been  undertaken  at  Orlando,  and  with  some  Centenary  aid, 
we  will  plan  for  a  permanent  work  there  during  the  coming  year.  Or¬ 
lando  is  a  promising  field  with  hundreds  of  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  spending  the  winters'  there  and  calling  for  their  own 
church. 

Death  has  come  among  us  once  more.  During  the  past  year  Brother 
G.  W.  Butler,  our  retired  member,  received  his  discharge  from  the  army 
militant  and  at  once  enlisted  in  the  army  triumphant.  A  suitable 
memoir  will  be  presented  at  the  proper  time.

In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  last  Conference,  the  property 
at  Mineola  was  sold  by  the  Trustees. 

The  chfircli  at  large  paid  in  during  the  year  approximately  70  per 
cent  of  the  Centenary  claims  while  the  Jacksonville  district  paid  in  94 
per  cent.  More  than  $100,000.00  was  raised  on  the  district  during  the 
past  year  for  all  purposes  making  an  average  of  $33.00  for  every  man, 
woman  or  chTd  who  holds  membership.  An  increase  of  22  per  cent 
in  membership  is  shown  for  which  we  praise  God. 

One  church  has  been  built,  one  church  moved  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
and  re-built,  two  parsonages  have  been  built  and  one  Sunday  school 
room  enlarged,  while  individual  churches  have  spent  from  $100.00  to 
$1000.00  for  repairs  and  improvements.

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Bishop  Richardson 
for  his  brotherly  counsel  and  help  and  also  to  test:fv  to  the  fine  spirit 
of  co-operation  among  the  men  of  the  Jacksonville  district.  I  challenge 
any  District  Superintendent  to  present  a  more  zealous  and  efficient  and 
consecrated  body  of  workers  than  can  be  found  on  the  Jacksonville 
district.

Mr.  President  and  Brethren  of  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference: 

rrp”  '  i. 

In  bringing  to  you  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Miami  District 
I  wish,  first  of  all,  to  ascribe  all  honor  and  praise  to  God  for  the 
mercies  and  blessings  that  have  been  so  constantly  manifested  through¬ 
out  the  year.  I  would  also  express  most  gratefully  my  appreciation  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  to  me  by  pastors  and  officials  wherever  I  have  gone. 
If  they  have  been  disappobited  in  the  service  rendered  they  have  shown 
commendable  patience  in  their  forbearance. 

The  Miami  District  is  over  three  hundred  nrles  in  length.  Let  us  go 
in  thought  to  the  extreme  southern  point,  Rock  Harbor,  on  one  of  the 
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Iveys.  Here  we  have  a  small  property  and  a  few  people  and  a  feeble 
work.  The  pastor  at  Florida  can  give  them  only  an  occasional  week- 
night  service.  The  nearest  neighbor  northward  is  Florida  City.  W  th 
their  characteristic  courage  and  optimism  this  little  flock  in  a  limited 
field  have  labored  faithfully  to  sustain  the  efforts  of  their  excellent 
leader,  Rev.  E.  I.  Getman,  and  hope  for  his  return.. 

The  next  field  northward  is  Homestead.  Rev.  Robert  S'myl’e,  D.D., 
of  the  Northwest  Iowa  Conference,  has  supplied  this  church  the  past 
year.  Early  in  the  year  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Katliernie  Ginn,  of  Neva¬ 
da,  a  preacher  and  evangelist  of  experience.  These  excellent  people  have 
labored  faithfully  both  here  and  at  Redlands,  and  the  charge  has  had 
an  encouraging  year.  Mrs.  Smylie  was  the  first  woman  to  be  licensed 
as  a  local  preacher  on  the  Miami  District.  Homestead  hopes  to  build 
a  new  parsonage  this  year  with  help  from  the  Centenary. 

Redlands  is  associated  in  the  same  pastoral  care.  It  is  a  small  society 
and  has  many  discouragements,  but  is  pressing  on.  With  Centenary  help 
they  hope  to  finish  their  edifice  this  coming  year. 

Larkin  has  had  the  most  encouraging  year  in  its  history.  Dr.  E.  D. 
Holtz  has  supplied  tli's-  church  from  Cocoanut  Grove.  A  new  location 
has  been  secured  for  a  fine  church  to  be  built  in  the  near  future.  Plans 
are  being  developed  by  which  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  soon  have  a 
ten-thousand-dollar  church  in  this  growing  town. 

Cocoanut  Grove,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  E.  D.  Holtz,  who  came 
to  us  last  year  from  the  East  Ohio  Conference,  has  gone  forward  with 
its  new  building  enterprise  in  a  commendable  way.  Dr.  Holtz  expects 
to  arrange  for  the  dedication  in  the  near  future.  The  chapel  at  North 
O'ocoanu:  Grove,  called  Grace  Chapel,  built  before  the  church  was 
organized,  has  been  sold  with  the  land  for  $1000. 00„  which  helped  greatly 
in  finishing  the  new  building.  The  officials  voted  to  call  the  church 
at  Cocoanut  Grove,  Grace  Church. 

We  cannot  hope,  within  the  limits  of  this  report,  to  do  justice  to  the 
remarkable  achievements  of  the  White  Temple  church  in  M!ami.  The 
pastor,  Rev.  Richard  N.  Merrill,  evidently  increases  in  efficiency  as  fast 
as  the  church  forges  ahead  in  every  line  of  activity.  This  has  been 
their  greatest  year,  without  doubt.  The  total  given  for  all  purposes 
will  probably  be  over  $25,000.  There  is  a  well  formulated  plan  for 
enlarging  the  edifice  somewhat  and  increasing  the  seating  capacity  by 
nearly  fifty  per  cent.  New  plans  of  the  Official  Board  include  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  an  assistant  pastor.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  pas¬ 
tor  and  trustees  of  this  church,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Centenary 
funds,  we  expect  to  be  able  soon  to  secure  a  splendid  location  at  Miami 
Beach,  so  that  before  long  we  will  be  able  to  open  work  in  that  rapidly 
growing  city. 

Our  church  at  Allapata,  a  fine  garden  section  just  back  of  Miami, 
has,  from  its  inception,  been  splendidly  cared  for  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Ericson, 
a  pharmacist  of  Miami.  He  probably  registers  as  nearly  100  per  cent 
perfect  in  efficiency  as  any  man  could  who  is  all  the  time  carrying 
the  burdens  of  a  business  in  a  busy  city.  The  church  has  had  an  unusual¬ 
ly  prosperous  year.  There  have  been  a  goodly  number  of  aceesssions. 
With  $1000  from  the  Centenary  they  have  been  able  to  complete  their 
edifice  and  install  new  seats.  The  pastor’s  return  is  strongly  urged. 

The  church  at  Fort  Lauderdale  was  left  without  a  pastor  early  in 
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the  year.  For  several  months  Rev.  J.  T.  Morgans;,  a  ret' red  member  of 
the  West  Wisconsin  Conference,  living  in  Miami,  supplied  here.  The 
second  Sunday  in  September  Rev.  William  Thompson,  of  the  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  Conference,  took  up  the  work,  greatly  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
people.  The  old  parsonage,  unfortunately  located,  has  been  sold  and  a 
nejy  location  purchased  in  a  very  desirable  section  of  the  town  with  land 
enough  to  provide  for  a  new  church  at  some  future  time.  Until  a 
new  parsonage  can  be  built  a  small  house  has  been  purchased  in  a  de¬ 
sirable  location  which  makes  a  comfortable  home  for  the  pastor  and  his 
wife. 

» 

Davie,  nine  miles  out  in  the  Everglades  section,  is  cared  for  by  the 
Fort  Lauderdale  pastor.  They  have  had  a  good  year.  They  have  beauti¬ 
fied  their  church  building  and  secured  new  seating,  making  the  place 
more  attractive. 

Lakeworth,  on  the  lake  of  the  same  name,  six  miles  from  West  Palm 
Beach,  has  a  most  encouraging  outlook.  Dr.  Stahl  has  wrought  -skill¬ 
fully  for  six  years  and  will  retire  with  honors,  and  will  always  hold  a 
large  place  in  the  affection  of  the  people.  The  church  building  has  re¬ 
cently  been  white-coated  and  presents'  a  fine  appearance.  It  is  the 
most  attractive  place  of  worship  in  the  town.  They  hope  for  a  better 
home  for  the  preacher  soon. 

West  Palm  Beach  has  never  before  appeared  on  our  lists,  but  we 
will  no  longer  pass  by  tips  beautiful  city.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Centenary,  we  are  to  open  work  there  this  year.  Already  we  have  se¬ 
cured  a  large  and  splendidly  located  lot,  on  which  the  initial  payment  of 
$5000.00  has  been  made.  We  expect  God  to  ibless  this  new  movement. 

Wabasso  is  our  next  field.  Here  a  decided  advance  has  been  made. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  year  our  pastor  at  Eau  Gallie,  over  thirty  miles 
away,  eared  for  this  society  the  best  he  could.  After  a  little  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made  with  a  nearer  charge  so  that  a  better  service  could  be 
secured.  The  outlook  is  encouraging. 

Fellsmere  was  left  off  our  l'st  last  year,  but  they  have  not  surrender¬ 
ed  to  the  discouragements  that  have  abounded.  They  have  undertaken 
to  support  a  pastor  in  connection  with  Wabasso,  which  is  but  about 
eight  miles  away  by  the  new  road.  Rev.  George  O.  Howe  of  the  Ver¬ 
mont  Conference,  supplied  this  field  for  a  short  time.  Later  Rev.  T.  W. 
McKinley,  of  Illinois,  a  local  preacher,  supplied  for  several  months.  A 
fine  corner  has  recently  been  given  for  a  church  building,  and  with 
$1500.00  available  from  the  Centenary,  they  will  soon  build. 

Melbourne  has  made  a  great  record  this  year.  They  advanced  the 
pastor’s  claim  100  per  cent  and  paid  it,  and  paid  all  other  claims  in 
full.  The  Sunday  school  lias  more  than  doubled  in  enrollment  and  attend¬ 
ance.  Brother  and  Sister  Ernsberger  have  been  abundant  in  labors.  We 
are  glad  they  came  to  us  last  year  from  Ohio.  A  new  garage  has  been 
built,  and  the  Ladies’  Aid  Society  has  made  it  possible  t-o  have  the 
bath-room  fitted  up,  giving  us  now  a  fine  parsonage  property. 

Eau  Gallie  has  seen  some  tokens  for  good.  Rev.  G.  W.  Carlin  has 
had  a  large  field  to  cultivate.  Although  relieved  early  in  the  year  of 
Wabasso  he  still  had  two  out-posts  25  and  35  miles  away  in  which  he 
has  gone  once  a  month.  Mrs.  Carlin  has  been  licensed  as  a  local  preach-

er„  her  former  experience  as  a  Deaconess  especially  fitting  her  for  the 
work.  Faithful  work  been  done  here. 

Indian  River  City  and  Georgiana  are  small  places  supplied  by  Brother 
Carlin  from  Fan  Gallic.  No  other  work  is  done  in  these  places  so  we 
should  try  to  hold  them. 

At  New  Smyrna  Brother  W.  S.  Gray  has  some  encouragement  and 
will  be  expected  to  remain  with  the  church  another  year.  The  property 
has  been  improved  by  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  and  is  in  excellent  condition. 

We  regret  that  Mrs.  Gray  is  not  in  better  health. 

« 

Coronado,  a  beach  settlement  near  New  Smyrna,  has  been  diligently 
cared  for  by  Brother  Gray,  and  they  have  had  a  prosperous  year.  Sev¬ 
eral  new  members  have  been  taken  in.  The  finances  of  this  little  church 
are  managed  very  skillfully.  A  new  stove  has  been  placed  in  the  at¬ 
tractive  little  edifice. 

Daytona  Beach  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  To  advance  the  pastor’s 
claim  $1000.00  in  one  year  was  a  big  undertaking,  but  it  did  not  retard 
the  forward  march  of  the  church,  and  the  year  closes  with  a  most 
hopeful  out-look.  Dr.  Rutter  has  proved  to  be  just  the  man  for  the  place 
and  is  enthusiastic  over  the  prospects  before  the  church  in  this*  beauti¬ 
ful  resort.  It  is  apparent  that  it  will  be  imperative  that  we  secure  a 
new  building  here  very  soon.  The  labors  of  both  pastor  and  wife  are 
greatly  apprec'ated  and  their  return  is  emphatically  urged.  The  Dis¬ 
trict  Superintendent  and  his  family  are  very  glad  to  have  a  summer 
home  with  this  hospitable  people. 

Daytona  has  also  had  a  prosperous  year.  Rev.,  and  Mrs.  D.  S.  Seadeng 
have  been  very  happy  here  and  have  seen  splendid  results.  A  new 
furnace  has  been  installed  in  the  church  and  other  repairs  made  amount¬ 
ing  in  all  to  nearly  $900.00  and  the  Ladies’  Aid  Society  have  expended 
nearly  $800.00,  and  the  finances  are  all  in  excellent  condition.  The  pas¬ 
tor’s  return  is  emphasized  w’tli  a  promise  of  an  increase  of  $700  in 
his  salary.  This  shows  how  he  is  appreciated.  With  wise  fore-thought 
the  church  has  recently  purchased  an  adjoining  property  at  an  expense 
of  $4000.00.  The  rentals  will  care  for  the  up-keep. 

Orange  City  has  a  few  members  and  a  church  and  parsonage.  It  is 
cared  for  by  the  pastor  at  De  Land. 

’  At  De  Land  we  now  have  a  most  excellent  outfit.  Here  we  are 
being  delightfully  entertained  at  our  annual  session.  A  beautiful  church 
like  this  could  but  make  our  work  prominent  in  this  city.  This  splen¬ 
did  edifice  was  dedicated  last  March  by  Bishop  Leete  who  did  so  much 
to  make  its  erection  possible.  Since  then  $4000.00  has  been  expended 
on  the  parsonage.  It  has  been  a  wonderful  year  in  the  history  of  this 
church,  and  it  is  very  fitting  that  it  should  be  crowned  with  the 
session  of  thy  St.  John’s  River  Conference. 

The  pastor,  Rev.  Lawrence  Radcliffe,  and  his  good  wife,  were  grant¬ 
ed  a  well  earned  leave  of  absence  during  the  year  and  spent  several 
months  in  visiting  England  and  the  Isle  of  Man.  They  have  a  cordial 
invitation  to  remain  in  the  beautiful  new  parsonage  home. 

Many  other  features  of  the  work  on  the  District  are  worthy  of 
mention.  Several  churches  have  effective  Epworth  Leagues.  The  Ladies’ 
Aid  Societies  are  an  important  factor  in  nearly  every  church.  Revival 
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services  have  been  held  in  many  fields  with  good  results.  The  Cen¬ 
tenary  has  been  emphasized,  and  the  Board  at  Philadelphia  lias  assist¬ 
ed  us  greatly.  The  Livingston  Fund  assistance  in  sustentation  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  White  Temple  church  at  Miami  has  also  assisted  the 
Superintendent  with  sustentation  funds  that  have  helped  lum  greatly 
in  solving  some  problems,  for  which  he  is  very  grateful.  There  have 
been  several  retired  preachers  who  have  helped  me  much  in  supplying 
the  work  in  emergencies,  Brother  Morgans,  of  Miami,  and  Brothers  Howe 
Hunter  and  Cain,  of  De  Land,,  especially. 

To  all  pastors  and  their  wives,  and  to  the  officials  who  have  also 
done  much  to  lighten  my  burdens,  and  to  all  the  people  for  uniform 
courtesies,  I  am  greatly  indebted  and  very  thankful.

Permit  me  to  record  first  of  all,  my  thankfulness  to  God  for  the 
privilege  of  another  year’s  service  in  trying  to  establish  His  Kingdom 
in  one  of  the  needy  places  of  the  world  my  Lord  died  to  save.  I  am 
also  thankful  to  the  church  which  gave  me  ns  my  field  of  service,  the 
Everglades  District. 

We  do  not  claim  to  have  accomplished  great  things  tlrs  first  year 
of  its  history,  for  there  were  impossible  barriers  in  the  way  of  rapid 
development.  The  year  was  well  advanced  before  funds  from  the 
Centenary  for  building  enterprises  were  available  and  then  only  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  amounts  allowed,  while  we  could  not  get  a  dollar  from 
the  Board  to  help  support  the  preachers  needed  on  the  newly  developed 
charges.  Nevertheless,  plans  are  now  laid  for  more  liberal  support  and 
we  see  great  possibilities  for  growth  and  development.  Accord' ng 
to  the  plan  of  Bishop  Leete  the  District  extends  from  Tampa  Bay  270 
miles  south  to  Key  West,  ^and  includes  a  large  part  of  South  Florida 
outside  of  work  developed  in  other  districts. 

As  Dr.  P.  S'.  Merrill  said  of  the  Miami  District,  started  seven  years 
ago.  “It  is  an  Emp're.”  Centrally  located  in  an  inland  sea  called  Lake 
Okeechobee  and  surrounded  by  what  is  probably  the  richest  land  on 
earth.  All  the  grains,  vegetables  and  fruits  of  the  sub-tropics  can  be 
raised  in  abundance- and  it  will  yet  grow  enough  sugar  to  sweeten  Amer¬ 
ica.  People  in  the  States  have  found  this  out  and  are  coming  in  in¬ 
creasing  numbers.  Six  great  canals  have  been  excavated  through  the 
dry  land  and  the  glades  up  to  this  mighty  lake  connecting  it  with  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,,  along  which  arteries  of  trade, 
passenger,  and  freight  boats  go  loaded  in  and  out.  Along  these  canals 
railroads  and  automobile  roads  are  being  built  of  the  rock  excavated  in 
digging  the  canals,  and  along  these  canals,  and  especially  at  their  .en¬ 
trances  to  the  lake,  villages  and  even  cities  spring  up  with  their  de¬ 
mands  for  school  houses  and  a  crying  need  for  churches. 

Rev.  Perry  MeClanahan,  a  local  preacher  from  Fort  Lauderdale,  was 
the  first  of  our  Church  to  preach  on  the  lake.  I  gave  him  an  appointment 
there  last  year  where  I  visited  him  preaching  to  the  people  and  looking- 
over  the  situation  at  Okeelanta,  South  Bay  and  Hillsborough.  After  our 
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last  Conference  I  began  preaching  regularly  at  Hillsborough  and  South 
Bay,  leaving  the  other  side  of  the  lake  to  be  ministered  to  by  Brother 
McClanahan.  Later  I  vis' ted  him  at  Ritta  where  we  had  some  wonder¬ 
ful  meetings,  the  people  drinking  in  the  Word  and  turning  unto  the 
Lord.  Late  in  March  I  held  some  meetings  at  South  Bay  where  nearly 
everybody  promised  to  be  good  and  the  old-time  fire  fell  upon  the 
congregations.  The  pressure  was  great  and  at  one  time  I  preached  four 
times  in  twenty-four  hours.  This  proved  my  undoing,  for  my  heart 
failed  une  and  it  has  taken  me  a  long  time  to  creep  back,  physically,  to 
what  I  was  before.  However,  I  kept  on,  and  with  the  help  of  Brother 
McClanahan,  we  started  work  at  Canal  Point,  which  gave  good  promise 
and  where  we  will  build  a  church  this  year.  At  least  three  new  churches 
will  be  completed  this  year.  All  the  time  I  was  praying  that  in  some 
way  God  would  give  me  another  helper  able  to  carry  on  a  part  of  this 
important  work.  Providentially,  I  was  put  in  touch  with  Rev.  E.  L. 
Housley  and  wife,  returned  missionaries  from  the  Philippines,  and 
while  I  did  not  just  know  where  the  money  was  to  come  from,  I  promised 
them  $500.00  toward  their  support,  and  they  came.  Dr.  D.  H.  Rutter 
had  not  forgotten  me  out  in  the  Everglades,  and  finding  someone  in  his 
congregation  who  had  $500  of  the  Lord’s  money  he  secured  it  and  sent 
the  original  cash,  notes  to  me.  BLESSINGS  ON  BROTHER  RUTTER 
AND  THE  UNNAMED  GIVER  OF  THAT  MONEY. 

The  Housley®  have  been  faithful  and  have  done  good  work  at  Okee- 
lanta/  South  Bay,  Hillsborough  and  Canal  Point.  They  have  had  to 
sacrifice  to  live  within  their  very  meager  income. 

Early  in  February,  Brother  McClanahan  and  I  purchased  a  power 
boat  and  fitted  it  out  for  work  around  the  lake,  but  it  was  badly  dam¬ 
aged  in  a  storm  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  the  type  of  magneto 
which  was  broken.  Through  Brother  Housley  we  purchased  a  smaller 
power  boat  which  has  served  1o  carry  them  from  point  to  point  on  their 
circuit. 

Sometimes  the  waters  are  rough  for  these  pioneer  preachers  but  they 
are-  laying  the  foundations  for  a  great  work.  Think  of  them  and 
pray  for  them  when  it  goes  well  with  you.  I  secured  two  good  lots 
in  the  right  place  at  South  Bay  on  which  there  wTas  a  small  house  where 
the  Housleys  live  and  some  start  has  been  made  toward  the  building 
of  a  nice  church  structure  on  the  adjoining  lot.  Suitable  lots  have 
been  promised  us  at  other  points  on  this  South  Bay  Circu’t. 

There  are  many  places  in  and  around  the  Everglades  where  colonies 
of  Scandinavians,  Japanese  and  Russians  have  settled  as  well  as  Amer¬ 
ican  settlers  from  all  the  states.  But  I  desire  particularly  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  towns  and  cities  on  the  South  Gulf  coast  where  no 
effort  on  our  part,  in  the  past,,  has  been  made  to  meet  the  "needs  of  the 
situation.  Twenty-nine  years  ago  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Eust’s 
District,  assisted  by  Rev.  George  E.  Shiras  and  Rev.  J.  LeRoy  Brandon, 
established  charges,  built  churches  and  paid  for  them  at  Port  Tampa  and 
Nebraska  Avenue  in  Tampa  City.  In  1898,  unwise  councils  prevailed 
and  these  churches  were  sold  to  secure  money  to  put  into  another  church. 
Since  that  time,  hundreds  of  our  people  moved  to  Tampa  and  have  been 
compelled  to  unite  with  other  denominations  or  remain  without  church 
privileges.  The  time  has  come  when  we  can  no  longer  afford  to  ignore 
our  responsibility  to  God  for  our  share  of  His  work  in  that  city.  This 
last  is  true  of  other  towns  and  cities  included  in  the  territory  allotted 
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to  this  district,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  name  or  discuss  them  at  this  time. 

It  has  been  said  that  if  I  should  retire  from  the  active  ministry  at 
this  Conference  the  territory  and  work  of  the  district  could  be  divided 
between  the  other  two  districts.  But  my  retirement  should  play  no  part 
in  the  matter.  Surely  there  is  some  younger  man,  who,  in  fullness  of 
health,  would  be  willing  to  make  some  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort, 
ease  and  emoluments  to  go  into  the  hard  places  to  set  op  the  work 
of  Christ  and  His  Church.  It  would  take  all  the  charges  in  this  Con¬ 
ference  to  make  one  district  in  the  Northeast  Ohio  Conference  from 
which  I  caime. 

But  Florida  is  a  country  of  magnificent  distances  and  it  is  not  pos 
sible  that  a  man,  who  has  to  look  after  the  churches  of  a  large  terri¬ 
tory,  should  give  much  time  and  attention  to  new,  distant  and  difficult 
fields. 

I  have  had  to  do  with  the  starting  or  establishing  of  a  goodly  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  charges  of  tlrs  Conference  and  I  assure  you  that  if 
the  districts  I  served  had  been  anywhere  nearly  as  large  as  they  are 
in  the  older  conferences  in  the  North,  I  could  have  done  but  little  if 
any,  of  this  most  important  work. 

Brethren,  in  this  Promised  Land,  which  is  given  us  to  conquer  for 
God,  there  is  yet  much  land  to  be  taken.  Therefore,  in  the  words  of 
brave  old  Caleb  I  would  say,  “Let  us  go  up  at.  once  and  possess  it,  for  we 
are  well  able  to  overcome  it.  ’  ’

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Rev.  George  W.  Butler. 

George  W.  Butler  was  born  at  Olney,  Illinois,  July  4,  1841.  He  re¬ 
ceived  a  good  education  in  that  state  and  taught  in  his  native  vicinity 
for  several  years.  He  enlisted  as  a  volunteer  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Civil  War  in  the  198th  Illinois  Regiment,  serving  for  four  years.  He 
was  under  the  command  of  General  Thomas  at  Missionary  Ridge  and 
Ohickamauga,  and  in  the  fight  at  Bloody  Pond. 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  received  on  trial  in  the  Southern 
Illinois  Conference  where  he  gave  seventeen  years  of  faithful  service. 
In  1886,  he  transferred  to  this  Conference  and  served  the  following 
charges:  Fruitland  Park,  Eustis^  Mt.  Dora,  Bay  Ridge  and  Seneca.  As 
Presiding  Elder,  he  served  from  1899  to  1904  when  he  retired  at  the 
Annual  Conference  held  at  Tarpon  Springs  in  1904. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Frances  A.  Hasselrode  at  Centralia,  Ill., 
Nov.  2,  1873.  Of  this  union  three  children  were  born. 

He  received  a  stroke  of  paralysis  several  years  before  his  death  and 
during  this  period  of  affliction,  he  was  loving  and  patient  and  was 
carefully  and  tenderly  cared  for  by  his  now  lonely  widowed  wife. 

Brother  Butler  was  my  Presiding  Elder  for  six  years:  I  always 
found  him  sympathetic  and  helpful.  His  preaching  was  plain,  practical 
and  helpful.  IPs  sermons  were  clear  and  closely  related  to  his  texts. 

He  was  a  splendid  Bible  class  teacher;  for  several  years  he  taught 
a  class  at  Mt.  Dora  after  he  had  to  give  up  preaching. 

He  was  in  attendance  last  year  at  our  Conference  at  Jacksonville, 
but  tvas  very  feeble  and  had  to  be  almost  carried  to  and  from  the 
church  to  the  automobile. 

Brother  Butler  died  April  12,  1920,  at  South  Jacksonville.  The 
funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Snyder  Memorial  church  in  Jackson¬ 
ville  and  were  in  charge,  of  the  pastor,  Rev.  S.  A.  Keen,  who  was  assist¬ 
ed  by  several  other  members  of  the  Conference.  Many  beautiful  floral 
offerings  were  made  attesting  the  h’gh  esteem  in  which  he  was  held 
by  those  who  knew  him  best. 

Our  Conference  personnel  changes  so  fast  that  only  a  few  are  here 
today  who  knew  Brother  Butler  as  an  effective  Elder  in  our  Work.  He 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Florida 
and  those  who  knew  him  best  will  long  revere  his  memory.

STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  BOARDS. 

Auditing  Accounts. 

The  accounts  of  the  District  Superintendents-  and  the  Conference 
Secretary  have  been  examined  by  the  Auditing  Committee  and  have  been 
found  correct.  F.  N.  Lapham,  E.  L.  Housley,  committee. 

Education. 

In  this  day  of  great  plans  and  programs  we  should  not  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  confronted  with  the  gigantic  task  of  securing  well 
equipped  leaders  to  carry  forward  the  mighty  projects  of  the  Church. 
It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  does  not 
have  a  single  training  school  within  the  bounds  of  St.  John’s  River 
Conference.  We  therefore  recommend,  brothers,  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  this  Conference  with  all  our  schools,  colleges  ami  universities  else¬ 
where,  and  that  thought  and  prayer  be  given  with  a  view  of  establishing 
a  college  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference. 

Board  of  Education  for  Negroes. 

The  election  of  two  representatives  of  the  colored  race  to  the  Epis¬ 
copacy  is  a  just  recognition  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  race  as 
an  integral  part  of  our  Church.  More  than  anything  else,  it  evidences 
our  blief  as  to  equaFty  before  God  regardless  of  race  or  color.  The 
change  of  title  at  the  General  Conference  from  Freedman’s  Aid  to  the 
Board  of  Education  for  Negroes  marks  a  new  era  in  our  work  among 
the  black  people  of  qur  nation.  The  passing  of  the  former  title  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  passing  of  the  Freedmen — the  slaves  freed  by  the  Civil 
war.  The  new  title  indicates  the  widening  of  the  scope  of  our  work 
in  behalf  of  the  black  race. 

While  the  older  generation  of  Freedmen  is  rapidly  disappearing,  the 
new  generation  of  Freemen  calls  insistently  for  the  help  of  our  Church 
in  fitting  them  for  American  citizenship.  In  very  self-defense  of  our 
country,  our  African  population  must  be  educated  and  Christianized. 
Our  task  assumed  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  war  in  behalf  of  the  Freedmen 
must  be  continued  until  the  work  is  finished. 

Illiteracy  in  both  races  is  a  menace  to  our  country.  It  behooves  us 
as  a  Church  to  do  our  part  in  the  education  of  the  black  race. 

Americanism,  Patriotism  and  Christianity  all  lay  upon  our  Church 
a  share  of  responsibility  in  the  uplift  of  our  Brother  in  Black. 

Evangelism. 

It  is  Gratifying  and  encouraging  to  know  that  during  the  past  year, 
185,000  persons  were  brought  to  Christ  and  added  to  His  Church,  a  fact 
for  -which  we  thank  God.  And  yet,  that  is  only  one  convert  for  every 
twenty-five  members  of  our  church — that  cannot  be  counted  a  big  busi¬ 
ness  for  a  great  institution  like  ours.  If  “aril  were  at  it  and  always  at 
it”  then  results  would  be  vastly  different.  If  personal  evangelism 
were  practiced  more  fully  in  the  Epworth  League  and  Sunday  school, 
as  well  as  in  personal  contact  with  people,  and  in  social  and  business 
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relations,  multitudes  would  be  brought  to  Christ  and  His1  Church  every 
year.  Take  as  our  motto  “as  much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  now  ready ”  and 
the  desired  work  is  done! 


Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  Hirst,  as  a  Conference  of  Christian  min¬ 
isters,  that  we  will  diligently  urge  our  people  to  observe  family  worship, 
that  we  will  endeavor  to  have  our  members  enlist  with  the  “Win  One 
Legion”  and  that  we  shall  attempt  to  have  our  people  make  a  personal 
examination  to  see  if  they  are  really  in  the  Faith,  and  actually  belong 


to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 


Secondly,  That  in  this  year  1921,  we  will  put  “first,  things  first” 
and  as  a  Conference  endeavor  to  win  at  least  3000  souls  to  Christ. 


Foreign  Missions. 


There  is  no  part  of  the  earth  and  its  people  that  is.  not  vitally  related 
to  us  today.  The  heathen  population  of  the  earth  is  increasing  faster 
than  the  Christian  population.  This  is  still  a  lost  world.  Approximately 
1,116, 000, ,000  out  of  a  total  world  population  of  1,600,000,000  are  yet 
outside  o,f  the  Kingdom.  Our  Methodism  has  set  a  goal.  She  advanced 
in  China,  India,  Africa,  the  Americas  and  the  Islands  of  the  Seas. 
THEREFORE,  it  is  imperative  that  every  church,  instead  of  falling  be¬ 
hind  the  quota,  come  up  to  its  full  quota  with  former  deficiencies  added, 
in  order  that  the  world  program  of  redemption  may  advance  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  commend  us  as  “workmen  who  need  not  be  ashamed.” 


Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

The  Committee  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  be  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  St.  John’s  River  Conference 
and  that  it  should  be  considered  as  a  portion  of  the  field  and  that  the 
Conference  Board  o,f  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  keep  in  mind 
the  fact  that  there  are  three  districts  in  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference, 
all  entitled  to  equal  consideration,  but  of  greatly  varying  needs. 

Conference  Permanent  Fund. 

The  committee  recommends  that  we  urge  all  the  pastors  to  present 
the  claims  of  the  Retired  Ministers  Permanent  Fund  to  their  congre¬ 
gations  on  or  before  Palm  Sunday,  1921,  urging  our  people  to  do  their 
utmost  to  secure  the  equivalent,  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  pastor’s 
cash  salary  during  the  Conference  year. 


We  urge  that,  this  committee  be  continued  or  another  apopinted  to 
study  the  successful  plans  of  other  conferences  for  raising  Permanent 
Funds,  and,  that  after  such  study,  the  committee  devise  such  a  plan  as 
may  seem  to  them  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  St.  John’s  River  Con¬ 
ference,  which  plan  shall  be  presented  for  consideration  at  our  next 
session.

iSabbafh  Observance. 


The  demand  for  Sabbath  Observance  in  this  country  is  stronger  at 
the  present  time  than  it  ever  has  been  since  our  early  history.  The 
history  of  our  country  should  prove,  to  any  Christian  that  this,  our 
nation,  has  been  blessed  of  God  above  any  other  naFon.  We,  as 
Christians,  cannot  but  recognize  our  duty  in  this  most  important  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  Master  concerning  the  sacredness  of  the  day.  We,  as  min- 
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Isters,  cannot  but  recognize  our  duty — that  of  preaching  and  teaching 
the  Word  of  God — in  respect  to  keeping  the  Sabbath.  Different  kinds 
of  amusements  are  attempting,  and  in  many  cases  with  success,  in 
foisting  themselves  upon  the  public  and  thus  desecrating  the  Sabbath. 
We,  as  Methodists,  by  indulging  in  certain  amusements  on  the  Sabbath, 
while  they  may  be  innocent  in  character,  may  suggest  to  others  amuse¬ 
ments  which  are  both  harmful  and  pernicious,  and  would  violate  the 
law  of  both  God  and  man.  May  we  as  pastors  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  leave  tli's  Conference  with  the  determination,  by  the 
help  of  God,  to  make  the  Sabbath  a  holy  day. 

Sunday  School. 

We  recognize  that  the  Sunday  School  is  the  great  recruiting  agency 
of  the  Church  and  that  from  SO  to  85  per  cent  of  the  Church  member¬ 
ship  comes  from  the  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School  is'  dealing  with 
souls  at  the  plastic  period  o,f  life.  We,  therefore,  urge  upon  the  pastors 
and  Sunday  School  workers  the  great  necessity  of  stressing  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  more  evangelism  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Especially  is  this 
necessary  when  we  realize  that  70  per  cent  of  our  scholars  are  not  com¬ 
ing  into  our  Church. 

We  also  urge  our  pastors  to  realize  the  importance  of  training  our 
youth  in  systematic  giving  for  world-wide  work  through  their  contribu¬ 
tions  in  the  Sunday  School  to  the  Centenary  work.  Many  pastors  have 
found  the  Sunday  School  a  fruitful  field  for  large  assistance  in  meeting 
their  Centenary  quota. 

The  Missionary  programs,  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools, 
:'s  a  great  help  to  this,  and  we  heartily  recommend  the  use  of  these  pro¬ 
grams. 

We  also  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  graded  Sunday  School  les¬ 
sons  and  the  wisdom  of  having  Teachers  Training  Classes. 

Finally,  realizing  the  great  importance  of  Sunday  School  work  in  our 
area,  we  recommend  that  our  Methodist  Sunday  School  Board  emplo}’-  an 
experienced  Sunday  School  worker,  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time 
to  the  white  work  of  the  Atlanta  Area.
